Your committee is pleased to 
report that generally speaking 
the lawyers who filled out the 
questionnaires in an endeavor 
to qualify members of the 
Legal Briefing Service staff are 
men whose background, educa- 
tion and experience will justify 
the forwarding of work to them. 
In instances experts in 
particular phases of the law 
asked to be listed. With respect 
to those who wish to avail them- 
selves of briefing assistance, the 
great majority are lawyers who 
have been in practice for many 
years but who either run their 
offices on a small operating scale 
or do not have readily available 
the use of a large library. It can 
also be stated that most of these 
lawyers are men who lack ex- 
perience in specific subjects and 
require aid for that reason. 

Your committee also mailed 
letters to all members of the 
higher judiciary asking whethe: 
they would be interested in uti- 
lizing the service without charge. 
Twenty-two favorable replies 
were received from judges and 
vice-chancellors. 

Letters are now being pre- 
pared for mailing to those who 
answered the returns. Those who 
requested the service will be told 
that the committee has organ- 
ized and is ready to function; 
those who wish to perform the 
service will be informed that 
they have been listed if they are 
members of the association or 
will be listed as soon as they file 
applications for membership.

Although the resolution ap- 
proved by the association pro- 
vided “that a Legal Briefing 
Service be established and that 
a committee be appointed with 
full authority and power to ac- 
complish that purpose,” the 
board of trustees, however, has 
recommended that our commit- 
tee act in a directory capacity 
only and that it refrain from 
supervising the work. The board 
of trustees has taken this posi- 
tion in light of the American 
Bar Association’s express dis- 
approval of the actual operation 
of a Legal Briefing Service. Your 
committee will conform to the 
recommendation of the board of 
trustees until such time as the 
board and the members of your 
association expressly authorize 
the complete operation of such a 
service.

INSTITUTES 

When your Committee was 
selected, it was confronted with 
a three-fold task. First, it was 
charged with the conducting of 
meetings for lawyers where legal 
subjects, concerning which the 
members of the Bar were de- 
sirous of securing a_ greater 
knowledge, could be intelligently 
discussed. At such meetings, 
which were to be addressed by 
ualified speakers, practical 
thoughts, beneficial to the gen- 
eral practitioner, were to be con- 
veyed. 

Secondly, by working conjunc- 
tively with the various County 
and local associations, your 
Committee felt the need of stim- 
ulating the idea of institutes 
generally. The very plan of 
holding extra-curricular 
education reviews, being a mer- 
itorious one, was_ considered 
worthy of more extensive culti- 
vation. 

Finally, there existed the hope 
that by offering to the practicing 
lawyer something which was not 
otherwise available to him with- 
in the State, some little contri- 
bution might be possible toward 
the encouragement of a closer 
relationship among all the mem- 
bers of the New Jersey Bar. 

Your Committee is pleased to 
report progress in its three en- 
deavors. Institutes have been 
conducted under its individual 
auspices, as well as cooperatively 
with County Bar Associations, 
in various parts of the State. 
These meetings have been gra- 
tifyingly attended and warmly | 
welcomed. At this very moment | 
other meetings are being plan-| 
ned, and announcements of their 
places and dates will be released | 
from time to time. 

The institute movement is on| 
the march. A number of County | 
associations have, or are pre- 
sently in process of inaugurat- 
ing, law discussion sessions. The 
likelihood is that the whole idea 
will progressively develop with 
coming months.

Commission on Statutes in the 
Appendix to the Pamphlet Laws 
to Chapter 68A of Title 2, and 
by the West Publishing Com- 
pany in its New Jersey Statutes 
Annotated to sec. 46:36-1. Such 
divergence is both confusing and 
unwarranted, and your commit- 
tee believes that the only solu- 
tion is legislative authority for 
the Commission on Statutes, or 
a Legislative Drafting and Re- 
ference Bureau, to allocate and 
number officially the late 1937, 
1938, 1940, and early 1941 legis- 
lation. 

Your chairman attended 
meeting in March at which 
presentatives of the West Pub-

official allocation hereafter made 
by the Commission on Statutes. 
Your committee urges that this 
be accomplished as soon as pos 
sible so that the spirit and plan 
of the Revised Statutes m 
perpetuated.

The unauthorized practice of 
the law affects not only the 


economic status of the Bar, but 
also impedes the administration 
of justice, and results in a loss 
to the public. It is therefore 
important to acquaint the pub- 
lic with the danger involved in 
employing an untrained and ir- 
responsible’ layman instead of 
retaining a lawyer, who must 
possess certain learning and 
qualifications, who must con- 
form to the highest ethical 
standards, and who is responsi- 
ble to the court for his actions 
The Bar should take every op- 


portunity to discuss with the 
public its usefulness and the 
various services it can render, 


so that the expert advice of the 
lawyer will always be sought and 


desired. In most cases involving 





the illegal practice of the law, 
the individual who suffefs by 
reason thereof is not fully aware 


of the injuries resulting there- 
from. An outstanding example 


is the late case of In re-Wheary, 
18 Misc.

To suppress the unauthorized 
practice of the law in this State 
the New Jersey State Bar Asso 
ciation has entered into codes of 
principles with different group 
To date, agreements relating t 
this subject have been made 
with the New Jersey Banker 
Association and the New Jerss 
Association of Real Est é 
Boards, and last year with the 
New Jersey Associatic of Col- 
lection Agencies. Although these 
Codes have been helpful in ou 
campaign to curb the illegal 
practice of the law, the only 
effective remedy is a civil pen- 
alty statute which will protect 
the public and the Bar in a 
manner similar to the protec- 
tion granted in many trades 
and other professions. Such a 
Bill was introduced in the 1940 


Legislature. It provided the same 
procedure, although with lesser 
penalties, as is given by Title 45 
of the Revised Statutes, Profes- 
sions and Occupations, to archi- 
tects, beauticians, chiropodists, 
dentists, embalmers, funeral di- 
rectors, physicians, mid-wives, 
optometrists, pharmacists, veter- 
inarians, and’*the like, to wit, civil 
by the state in the district 
or Common Pleas Courts. The 
preamble to the above Bill stated 
clearly that the purpose of the 
act was to suppress abuses in 
fields of enterprise not reached 
by codes.

During the past year, objec-

It will 
materially aid in curbing the 
unauthorized practice of the 
law by notaries public. It has 
received the approval of ttt 
Secretary of State of New Jer- 
sey, who has promised to pub- 
lish and distribute the same as 
soon as he receives the appro- 
priation therefor. We are still 


attempting to have the Appro- 
priations Committee of the Leg- 
islature grant such an appropri- 
ation. 


During the past year, we have 
continued to receive some com- 
plaints against automobile clubs, 
undertakers, banks, corporations 
and others. In almost every case, 
we were able to amicably adjust 
the same. 

One of the most important 
problems involving the  un- 
authorized practice of the law 
has arisen from the increase of 
administrative boards and tri- 
bunals in the Federal Govern- 
ment and also in our State. 
Nationally, the American Bar 
Association has given attention 
to this matter. The Congress of 
the United States has given con- 
sideration to the practice before 
these administrative boards and 
commissions, and there is now 
pending in the United States 
Senate an administrative law 
measure known as the Hatch- 
Van Nys-Walter Bill. The pass- 
age of this Bill will, undoubtedly, 
have a great effect upon the 
action and attitude of the Ad- 
ministrative Boards in our State, 
such as the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board, Unemployment 
Compensation Commission, etc. 

We again wish to call attention 
to the publication known as 
“Unauthorized Practice News.”

Regional Differences in Types of 
Practice 


In planning this report, the 
advisory committee and the 
author thought it would be illu- 
minating to contrast the types 
of case which are brought before 
the city lawyer with those which 
the small town lawyer is asked 
to help solve. Does the large city 
lawyer deal with corporations 
more than he does with individ- 
uals? Is he more likely to spe- 
cialize? In dealing with individ- 
uals, what types of papers and 
problems are more likely to 
come up in one place or another? 

After reviewing the material 
tabulated from the question- 
naires, the conclusion was reach- 
ed that the questionnaire data 
would not support very much of 
an inquiry into these questions. 
There does seem to be some 
evidence that urban lawyers are 
more likely than small town 
lawyers to specialize in some 
way deliberately but the evid- 
ence on this point is not too 
conclusive. 

Other than this, the survey 
questionnaires do not shed much 
light on regional variations in 
the nature of legal practice. 
This seems unfortunate in some 
ways. It would be valuable to 
know whether the comparatively 
stable income level in the Fourth 
District, which includes’. the 
Capitol City, Trenton, hinges 
more upon the fact that there 
are relatively few lawyers prac- 
ticing there than it does on the 
fact that many Trenton lawyers 
and lawyers from nearby towns 
are in the service of the State, 
and therefore have not been ex- 
posed to the hazards of fluctu- 
ating income as have lawyers 
with purely civilian interests. 
Likewise, the reader may well be 
curious whether the rise of the 
Second District, which includes 
Camden, as a center for the 
practice of law, has been caused 
in any way by the increasing 
amount of federal control over 
finance, industry and commerce. 


Te Federal Courts serving 
Southern New Jersey sit in 
Camden, and it seems entirely 
plausible that with increasing 
litigation in Federal Courts cor- 
porations and individuals in- 
volved would tend increasingly 
to use lawyers practicing near 
and presumably familiar with 


Federal Court customs.! 
Summary 

The salient points which this 
chapter has dealt may be re- 
capitulated in the following 
brief sentences.

When the questionnaire wa: 
being planned, this section of 
the report was expected to com- 
prise one of its main features 
At the top of the second page 
there were several questions 
designed to ascertain the con 
ditions under which the re- 
spondent practiced.

The differences in age and 
experience must be allowed 
for before any valid analysis 
of lawyers’ incomes on the 
basis of socio-economic fac- 
tors can be made. 

Once the age and experience 
factors are allowed for, there 
are no significant differences 
between the income range 
among lawyers practicing 
privately on a full time basis 
and those who divide their 
time between private prac- 
tice and other pursuits. 

The income level among 
specialists is slightly higher 
than among general prac- 
titioners although the latter 
group has some of the law- 
yers reporting the largest 
earnings. 

Specialties vary in remuner- 
ativeness. Work such as “In- 
vestments, Estates, and 
Trusts” is highly profitable, 
but specialization in “Col- 
lections” and “Negligence” 
work is often speculative and 
non-remunerative 
Background factors are 
closely associated with fi- 
nancial success in the legal 
profession.

standard fee schedules, it is 
common knowledge that they 
reserve the right to deviate from 
them in individual cases, at their 
own discretion, as the difficulties 
of the problems vary or as the 


occasion ttemands. 
The Bases of Fee Payments 
The most frequently used 


method of determining lawyers’ 
fees is the contingent fee basis 
Three out of every four lawyers 
responding to the survey ques- 
tionnaire use it. 

The “percentage basis” is gen- 
erally used in collections, and in 
negligence work, presumably 
“contingently.” 

Approximately one lawyer in 
every three contracts to do work 
for a set amount determined in 
advance, and one lawyer in every 
four ordinarily works on the 
fixed fee basis, but completes the 
work before the fee is fixed. 

Only eight per cent of report- 
ing lawyers charge for their 
time on an hourly basis, only 6.5 


per cent on a per diem basis. 
Fifteen per cent receive yearly 
retainers from one or more 
clients. 

Charges on a Percentage Basis 


From the preceeding page, it 
has been seen that negligence 


and collection cases are usually | 


handled by lawyers on a 
centage basis. 

Different lawyers charge dif- 
ferent percentages. In Table 48 
responding lawyers are classified 
according to the percentages 
charged for negligence and col- 
lection work. 

Refer to Table Forty-Eight. 

The most usual percentage 
charged for negligence work is 
33 1/3 per cent, for collections, 
15 per cent. In both types of 
activity, the normal range is 
fairly broad, from 30 per cent to 
43 per cent for negligence cases, 
from 15 per cent to 33 1/3 per 
cent for collections. 

Percentages other than 15 per 
cent in collections or 33 1/3 per 
cent in negligence cases are us- 
ually set as a standard charge 
by practitioners who serve a 
typical clienteles. 

Fees on a Dollar Basis 

As is commonly known 
lawyers have adopted a schedule 
of fixed charges for certain types 
of transactions. There are sev- 
éral types of transactions for 
which large numbers of report- 
ing lawyers gave their scales of 
rates. To simplify the tabulation

of them in the report, they are 
presented under several head- 
ings with comparable services 
grouped under one heading. 
Standard Fees for Drafting Wills 
Over half the reporting law- 
yers charge $10.00 for drawing 
a simple will in favor of the 
testator’s wife and children, and 


one third charge $10.00 for 
drawing a will creating a simple 
trust. The practices of other 


lawyers are scattered, as Table 
49 shows: 
Refer to Table Forty-Nine. 
The second most frequent fee 


for drawing a simple will in 
favor of a testator’s wife and 
child is $5.00, charged by ap- 


proximately one-fifth of the re- 
porting lawyers, and the third 
most frequent amount is $15.00, 
used by one in every ten. 
There is less uniformity of 
practice with respect to charges 
for will creating a simple trust, 
as the most frequent fee is used 
only by one-third of the report- 
ing lawyers, and the second most 
most frequent fee, $15.00 is used 
by almost as many. One lawyer 
in every six charges $25.00, and 
one in ten, $20.00. Occa- 
sionally lawyers charge as much 
as $50.00 for drawing simple 
wills, and five charge the very 
nominal fee of $3.00. 
Transactions Involving Property

The most usual fee for draw- 
ing an apartment lease, using a 
standard form is either $5.00 or 
$10.00. Eighty per cent of all re- 
porting lawyers charging stand- 
ard fees for this type of work 
quoted one or the other of these 
figures. Of the remaining twenty 
per cent, slightly fewer than 
half charge $7.50, and in 
four of the remainder have set 
their fee at $15.00. Scattering 
other amounts such as $25.00, 
$20.00, $17.50, $12.50, and other 
odd figures of less than $10.00 
account for the small residue.

Earlier Testing of Character 
and Fitness 


A great many lawyers believe 
that the time to test the apti- 
tude of an individual for the 


legal profession is before rather 
than after he completes his law 


school training. 
“The character board in each 
county should be allocated a 


quota and they should pick the 
best material before they start 
their studies,” urged an Atlantic 
County lawyer. 

“Examination for legal apti- 
tude, before admission to law 
school the tests should be 
psychological rather than aca- 
demic.’ This telescopes parts of 
two responses. 


A Somerset County lawyer be- 
lieves that some such arrange- 
ment desirable not only to 
protect the integrity of the bar, 
but in fairness to candidates 
“Something is needed,” he said, 
“before law study is commenced 
It is not fair to allow a person 
to prepare for bar examinations 
and then not al him to take 
them.” 

College Graduation a Condition 
of Admission to Law School 

One of the most frequent of 
all qualitative plans is to refuse 
admission to law school unless 
the applicant has previously 
completed four years college 
and holds a baccalaureate de- 
gree. 

Some respondents suggest col- 
lege courses which they believe 
the law schools should require 
candidates to have taken A 
Newark lawyer believes ‘“‘a social 
science major” is necessary 
adequate professional prepara- 
tion A Jersey City lawyer 
stresses “public speaking.” An- 
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other Newark practitioner em- 


phasizes English. An _ out-of- 
state lawyer who practices in 
New Jersey and who submitted 


a questionnaire proposed a whole 
series of Tesuuired courses in his- 
tory, political science, economics 
and psychology. 

Control of Law Schools and 
Elimination of Certain Types 
of Law Schools. 

Many New Jersey lawyers be- 
lieve that the Bar Association 
and the Board of Bar Examiners 
should supervise law _ schools 
more strictly than has been done 
in the past. Frequent reference 
is made to the practice of the 
American Medical Association in 
regulating medical colleges. 

Quite generally, responding 
lawyers urge that there be an 
end put to “part-time, evening, 
and other profit making law 
mills.” As stated in the para- 

raph introductory to the dis- 
cussion of “qualitative proposals” 
several lawyers singled out a 
particular institution for criti- 
cism. Over the state, however, 
the suggestion is couched in 
more general terms. 

Only one respondent

only one (from Hudson County 
also) proposed controlling law 
schools “by having law schools 
become part of universities 
The second half of this quota- 
tion related to the elimination 
of proprietary institutions, “and 
not merely private corporations 
for private gain.” 

Another group of lawyers 
urged that the State Board of 
Bar Examiners, “supervise the 
yearly examinations in the law 
schools, and weed out the less 
capable during the first and sec- 
ond years of law school.” This 
proposal in the form quoted was 
received from a Camden County 
lawyer and two other Camden 
County practitioners submitted 
the same plan in almost the 
same words. It was also sug- 
gested from other parts of the 
State.

Members of the armed forces 
and their dependents, confront- 
ed with legal problems as a re- 
sult of the call to service, are 
constantly seeking advice con- 
cerning questions that have 
arisen by reason of the change in 
status of the wage earner from 
civilian life to military service. 
Appeals for legal aid are daily 
received by the President, the 
War Department and other pub- 
lic officials in Washington.

THE SECTION OF COMMER- 
CIAL LAW 

At the annual meeting held at 
the Essex House at Newark 
January 10, 1941 the following 
officers were elected and install- 
ed:

The Code of Principles applic- 
able to Collection Agencies and 
lawyers, which had previously 
been adopted by the New Jersey 
Association of Collection Agen- 
cies, was approved by our Asso- 
ciation at the session held on 
January 11th. The Section, 
through its Committee on Col- 
lection Agencies, is cooperating 
with the Agency Association in 
an effort to strengthen the pre- 
sent provisions of the Statute in 
relation to bonds required to be 
filed by collection agencies. It is 
their intention to prepare and 


on 


submit legislation which will re- 
quire the filing of surety bonds 
by collection agencies rather 
than personal bonds, as permit- 
ted at present. It is proposed that 
the principal amount of the bond 
shall be at least $5,000.00, and it 
is hoped that this will result in 
the elimination of many undesir- 
able agencies which cannot pass 
the more rigid requirements of 
surety companies. 

Under the chairmanship of 
Louis B. Englander, Esq., the 
Committee on Chattel Mortgages 
has prepared a Chattel Mortgage 
Bill, which will tend to strength- 
en provisions of the Act, particu- 
larly in relation to foreclosures. 
A bill providing for the amend- 
ment to the Bulk Sales Act to in- 
clude chattel mortgages was in- 


troduced in the Assembly in 
March (A-385). The Committee 


has arranged for a conference 
with the sponsors of this Bill for 
the purpose of arranging for the 
substitution of the Section’s Bill 
as a Committee substitute with 
the approval of the Association. 
It is suggested that any member 
of the Association who desires to 
obtain additional information re- 


garding the provisions of both 
Bills, should communicate with 
the Section officers in regard 


thereto. 

At the suggestion of the retir- 
ing Chairman of the Section, 
William N. Cooper, Esq., a Com- 
mittee to study the relative value 
of law lists in the State of New 
Jersey, was appointed with Wil- 
liam Henig, Esq., as Chairman. 
The Committee intends to cor- 
relate its efforts with a national 
committee, appointed jointly by 
the American Bar Association, 
and the Commercial Law League 
of America. The latter committee 
has sent out a questionnaire to 
every lawyer in the United States 
who is listed on a law list or bar 
directory. The object of the ques- 
tionnaire is to ascertain the ac- 
tual value of each of the lists 
and directories approved by the 
American Bar Association. As 
this survey is national in scope 
and it may be several years be- 
fore results are known, the Sec- 
tion’s Committee is proceeding 
with its survey in the State of 
New Jersey, so that the informa- 
tion which may be gained there- 
from may be available to the 
lawyers of this State as soon as

and on Title 46 all the work short 
of final typing and State Bar 
editing has been completed. 


In the Restatement branch of 
project operations the third and 
fourth volumes of Torts are ap- 
proximately 75% completed; 
Restitution is approximately 60° 
completed, Real Property is ap- 
proximately 33% completed, and 
Agency is about 15% completed. 
The final completion of the basic 
work of these Restatement topics 
must be done by the project if 
the State Bar Association desires 
to complete the work assigned to 
it by the American Law Institute. 
At the present time Conflict of 
Laws is in the hands of the State 
Bar Editors and should be shortly 
completed by them and submit- 
ted to the American Law Insti- 
tute.

When this survey is printed and 
distributed to the legal profes- 
sion, we ask that it be accorded 
the scrutiny and consideration 
which it deserves.
